After months of public posturing and private 
arm-twisting, Chicago aldermen are poised to 
sign off Wednesday on a Cubs plan to remake 
Wrigley Field and the surrounding neighbor- 
hood following last-minute tweaks to the 
$500 million project that brought on board a 
key alderman who had opposed it. 

All sides will be able to claim some measure 
of victory 

Wrigleyville Aid. Tom Tunney (44th) got 
the team to agree to remove for the time 
being a pedestrian bridge over Clark Street. 
Rooftop club owners who have threatened 
to sue if their lucrative views are blocked saw 
Mayor Emanuel announce a 10 -year halt to 
new outfield signs beyond two planned video 
boards. The Cubs win much of the revenue- 
generating advertising that owners have long 
coveted. And the mayor can boast of a huge 


stadium renovation project that doesn’t rely 
on public financial support. 

“No one walks away entirely happy” Tunney 
said during a City Council Zoning Commit- 
tee hearing. “Those of us in the political arena 
know that’s pretty well close to a successful 
deal. So with the negotiations and discussions 
...I can support this planned development 
with the protections for my neighborhood 
moving forward and a respectful relationship 
with the Cubs and the community and the 
city and our mayor.” 

But as has been the case since Emanuel, 
Cubs CEO Tom Ricketts and Tunney an- 
nounced in April that they had the framework 
of an agreement in place, Tuesday’s unani- 
mous endorsement by the Zoning Commit- 
tee came with some questions unanswered. 

Chief among them is whether the Rick- 
etts family and the rooftop owners can 


reach detente. 

In an email released minutes before the 
committee was set to consider the plan, 
Emanuel said he was “pleased that the Cubs 
and rooftop club owners are having serious 
discussions to resolve their remaining issues 
for the duration of their current agreement.” 

Emanuel is siding with Tunney on the 
outfield signs issue, saying the outfield sign 
moratorium would last through 2023. That’s 
when a 20 -year agreement that has the roof- 


top owners pay a portion of their proceeds to 
the team in exchange for unobstructed views 
expires. While that removes a major concern 
of the club owners, the renovation deal does 
allow the Cubs to put up a 5,700 -square-foot 
video board in left field and a 650 -square-foot 
video sign in right field that could obstruct 
some rooftops’ views. 

Ryan McLaughlin, spokesman for the roof- 
top owners, declined comment Tuesday on 
whether his clients will sue.

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scientists, juice is far from the healthiest way 
to consume fruit, and one expert went so far 
as to call its popularity a dangerous trend. 

“The fruit juice industry has essentially tak- 
en the ‘apple-a-day’ mentality and used it to 
sell fruit juices as healthy,” said Barry Popkin, 
a professor in the department of nutrition at 
the University of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill’s Gillings School of Public Health. 

Popkin and other experts would rather 
see people eating whole fruit. Because most 
juicing methods remove the produce’s fiber, 
drinking juice omits one of the key benefits 
of eating fruit, while delivering huge amounts 
of sugar and calories. 

“Every one of the long-term studies of the 


health effects of fruit juices shows that you 
increase your risk of diabetes and weight 
gain” with regular juice consumption, Popkin 
said. 

One 2010 study in the American Journal 
of Epidemiology followed more than 43,000 
adults in Singapore for five years and found 
that those who consumed two or more serv- 
ings of fruit juice per week had a 29 percent 
higher risk of developing diabetes than those 
who didn’t drink juice regularly— not far be- 
hind the 42 percent increased risk for weekly 
soda drinkers. 

Expensive, freshly pressed fruit juices from 
the local juice bar are no healthier than the 
kind sold in groceries, Popkin added. 


Smoothies do provide fiber, as the entire 
fruit often goes into the blender, skins and all, 
but they still contain a lot of calories. Choos- 
ing a vegetable-based juice or smoothie is one 
way to reduce the sugar content, health advo- 
cates say 

However, epidemiological studies on juice 
consumption show correlations, not cause 
and effect, said Elizabeth Ward, a registered 
dietitian on Jamba Juice’s Healthy Living 
Council. Ward said that because of the vita- 
mins and minerals, juices are a good alterna- 
tive to beverages that contain only calories. 

Ward and Karen May, a spokeswoman for 
Naked Juice and Tropicana, agreed that most 
Americans don’t consume enough produce, 


and juice products are a good way to help fix 
that. 

“Orange juice is a convenient and great- 
tasting way to help people meet nutrient 
needs, providing vitamin C, potassium and 
calcium ... in fortified varieties,” May said. 

But according to Lara Field, a pediatric di- 
etitian at the University of Chicago Medicine 
and founder of a nutrition counseling practice 
called Forming Early Eating Decisions, or 
FEED, the sugar in fruit juice far outweighs 
any possible benefit from the concentrated 
vitamins and minerals. 

“Eating too much fruit can make us gain 
weight, just like eating too much candy” Field 
said.

’Muggers Mile’? 

Guardian Angels voice concerns for shoppers’ safety

Is Chicago’s Magnificent Mile becoming bet- 
ter known as a hub of violent crime than a 
shopping destination? 

That’s what the volunteer anti-crime group 
Guardian Angels claimed Tuesday as it hand- 
ed out fliers referring to the elegant stretch of 
North Michigan Avenue as “Muggers Mile.” 

But Chicago police quickly panned the 
Guardian Angels’ concerns as overblown. The 
department’s crime data suggest strong-arm 
robberies, like the most recent high-profile 
one last weekend, have dropped sharply over 
the past couple of years, according to a Tri- 
bune analysis. 

The move by the Guardian Angels came 
after a group of teens on Michigan Avenue 
mugged a woman from Michigan, stealing her 
iPhone, and punched a 15-year-old girl from 
Florida who tried to intervene Friday night. 

The fliers handed out by six members of 
the Guardian Angels to pedestrians near Wa- 
ter Tower Place offered safety tips such as 
downloading software onto their cellphones 
that would help locate them if stolen. The 
nonprofit group has operated in Chicago 
since 1981, patrolling streets to deter crime. 

Miguel Fuentes, leader of the Chicago 


chapter, said criminals sometimes are drawn 
to the Magnificent Mile because of the large 
number of tourists, a group less likely to at- 
tend court hearings if arrests are made be- 
cause they’re from out of town. 

Chicago police issued a statement say- 
ing shoppers have nothing to worry about. 
“Michigan Avenue and the general downtown 
area are enjoyed by hundreds of thousands of 
people every day,” the statement said. “Chica- 
go’s downtown area continues to be safe, and 
while there have been a few isolated incidents, 
police have responded quickly making arrests 
before they become a larger problem.” 

According to the department’s statistics, 
strong-arm robberies have decreased since 
2011 near Michigan Avenue’s major hot spots. 
In the police beat that includes Water Tower 
Place and the John Hancock Center, six rob- 
beries took place through mid-July this year, 
down sharply from 25 in the same period in 
2011. In the area around Navy Pier and Street- 
erville, 11 strong-arm robberies have been 
recorded this year, down from 22 in the same 
time period in 2011, the records show 

Many of the shoppers handed fliers by the 
Guardian Angels on Tuesday said they feel 
safe on Michigan Avenue.

The reinvigorated effort to bring fugitives 
to justice was inspired by the 2011 conviction 
of Ukrainian-born John [nee Ivan] Demjanjuk 
on thousands of counts of complicity in mur- 
der for the deaths that occurred among Jew- 
ish prisoners during his service at the Treblin- 
ka, Majdanek and Sobibor death camps. His 
conviction in a Munich courtroom was the 
first achieved without eyewitness testimony 
to a direct role in the killings. 

“This conviction paves the way for addi- 
tional prosecutions of individuals who served 
in death camps, as well as the members of the 
Einsatzgruppen,” Zuroff said, referring to the 
Nazi regime’s mobile killing units.

CONCERT REVIEW 

Timberlake, Jay Z 
tear up Soldier Field

When Jay Z and Justin Timberlake an- 
nounced their “Legends of the Summer” sta- 
dium tour in February it seemed like a shrewd 
business decision— putting the commercial 
kings of hip-hop and pop/R&B together for a 
short, expensive tour. It gave another mean- 
ing to “being on their ‘suit and tie’ [bleep}” 
too: They were not just hobnobbing musi- 
cians in black ties by night, but savvy brand 
managers in sharp business suits by day 

The tour, predictably, has been an insane 
success, garnering both sellouts and critical 
praise, and Monday’s concert at Soldier Field 
was just as huge. Ticket prices were high, 
starting at $60 with fees and reaching up to 
about $300. In this case, though, fans got 
what they paid for, as the veteran pair offered 
tremendous energy and showmanship. 

Timberlake led off the concert, standing 
right on a massive cherry-red platform, sing- 
ing his falsetto introduction from Jay’s “Holy 
Grail” before Jay stepped onstage. The place 
exploded. 

The duo worked together for about the 
first half-hour, then split into individual sets 
before joining up again. Against a massive 
bold-red stage, JT’s band The Tennessee Kids 
donned matching outfits and aided the pair 
for the entire night, featuring a quartet of 
backup singers, a rock-band set and horns. 

Together, there were some novel mo- 
ments, like Timberlake lending Jay a hook 
for “Heart of the City” or playing the cop on 
“99 Problems.” Jay still played big brother 


here, charging through some of rap’s most 
timeless hooks with a beaming presence. It’s 
sometimes easy to forget how many enduring 
songs Jay has. 

Not all the transitions worked well for 
Timberlake during the team effort. Jay some- 
times had nowhere to go during JT songs, 
and the rapper’s juggernaut flow was not eas- 
ily followed by Timberlake’s slower grooves. 

JT was better when Jay was absent and 
there was no need to bend songs to work 
with a partner. “Cry Me a River” and “Mir- 
rors” had the aisles flooded with dancing 
audience members, and JT ditching his 
audience sing-alongs to belt the songs out all 
himself was a much better call. He was at his 
best when he grooved to the lusty vengeance 
of “What Goes Around” or the epic “Sexy 
Back,” along with a few other “FutureSex” 
staples. 

But while Justin reached for more new cuts 
(“Take Back the Night”), Jay Z simply blasted 
his way through classics, rocking to anthems 
like “Hard Knock Life” and “Big Pimpin.” 
With something like 60,000 Roc diamonds 
in the air, he commanded the crowd master- 
fully. “Empire State of Mind” bore the loud- 
est, grandest moments of the night, despite 
romanticizing that place that’s not Chicago. 

This was only the tour’s third show, and 
its magnitude alone was incredible despite 
the pair not always being in lockstep. The 
splendor of their closing “Suit and Tie” per- 
formance showed that will change.

In those days, Yoko catered mostly to 
Japanese businessmen looking for a taste of 
home and a few adventurous advertising ex- 
ecs.

During lunch, Yoko spars in Japanese with 
longtime patrons who can actually read the 
specials board.

I like the fluffy deep-fried savory 
doughnuts stuffed with scallion and octopus, 
known as takoyaki ($8.95).
